TO TAXPAYERS 


Many In District Will Be 
Required To File Be­ 
fore Sept. 15 


Louis J. Campbell, acting 
col­ 
lector of internal revenue, today 
announced th a t copies of the decla­ 
ration of estim ated income for the 
calendar year 1943 had been mailed | 
to 1,250,000 taxpayers In the 18Ui 
Ohio district. 
It Is estimated th at 400,000 tax ­ 
payers in the district will be re­ 
quired under the C urrent Paym ent 
Tax act of 1943 to file the form, 
on or before Sept. 15, and make 
paym ent 
of 
at 
least 
half 
the 
am ount of the balance of***^ tax ( 
estim ated to be due at th at time. 
W hile most taxpayers will not be 
required to file the declaration be­ 
cause they are paying their tax in 
full through the withholding de­ 
ductions made by their employers, 
Deputy Collector G erald Judge of 
Salem urged all taxpayers to read 
carefully 
the 
instruction 
sheets 
which accompanied the forms to 
determ ine 
whether they 
are 
re ­ 
quired to make a declaration, so as 
to avoid penalties for either failure 
to file or for making substantial 
under-estim ates of 1943 income.

M any persons do not realize, he 
added, th a t the withholding tax 
does not 
automatically

Generally speaking, single 
persons earning over $2,700 a year
